The alkaline reaction of orange 
juice in the body counteracts the 
condition known as acidosis.

Put through strainer. To the hot 
juice add the sugar and stir until 
dissolved. No more cooking nec- 
essary. Chill for serving, Fill lower 
half of cocktail glass with chilled 
cranberry juice. Then carefully 
pouring down the side of glass, add 
fresh chilled ‘orange juice to fill 


glass. The two juices will remain 


in distinct layers, thus giving an 
attractive appearance as well as a 
delightful combination of tart flav- 
ors suitable to stimulate the most 
languid appetite.

DEGENERATION IS DETE- 
RIORATION. 
It took many years of education 


to make reporters stop using the 
word “aphasia” (which means loss 
of speech) when they meant am- 
nesia, which means loss of mem- 
ory. It will take years to make 
them stop using the word “moron” 
(which means stupid, feeble- 
minded) when they mean de- 
praved, vicious, immoral or crimi- 
_ The great ‘majority of morons 

are good citizens and in propor- 
tion with the general population 
they commit no more offenses 
against morals and law than do 
people of average or better-than- 
average intelligence. 

Degeneration «is deterioration, 
sinking from a higher to a lower 
level, a pathological change ‘in 
cells or tissues in consequence of 
which the normal function is im- 
paired or lost. Physiologically or 
medically the changes occurring in 
cells and tissues of the body of the 
individual in the early or incipi- 
ent stage of arteriosclerosis is de- 
generation. 

If this retrogressive pathological 
change is recognized before too 
s much damage has been done, it is 
‘ possible not only to arrest the 
process but even to reverse it and 
bring about regeneration and re- 
juvenation. A man is as old as his 
arteries; a woman as old as she 
looks without make-up. 

Mortality statistics for several 
decades have seemed to indicate 
that, while the infectious diseases 
have been steadily decreasing in 
prevalence and the toll of lives 
taken by such diseases and their 
sequels has gradually declined, the 
degenerative diseases, notably 
cardiovascular degenerations (ar- 
teriosclerosis, heart disease, apo-

Within reasonable limitations it is 
up to every one to decide for him- 
self whether’ he shall spend his 
youth in wrong living or keep it to 
lighten the sunset of his years: Al- 
though the older medical authors 
ascribed early onset of cardiovas- 
cular degeneration to the inheri- 
tance of bad material for the tub- 
ing (the arteries) they neverthe-- 
tess added that’ more commonly 
the premature aging results from 
the bad use of good vessels. Cer- 
tainly you can’t blame grandfather 
for the alcohol, tobacco, over-eat- 
ing, syphilis, lead, repression of 
the fight-or-flight emotion, and 
the strain and stress of your un- 
natural mode of life. : 


From the. purely physical (not fr 


merely moral) point of view, it is 
sound. medicine to say that the 
state of a man’s arteries is an in- 
dex of his personal hygiene. Car- 
diovascular degeneration is largely 
one’s own making. To a majority 
of men death comes through this 
portal—to 25 per.cent of all who 
die after 40. Don’t begin dying 


vet awhile.

In Vocational Education. Measure 


Original Figure Virtually Doubled; Passage Will Insure 


Georgia 


About Four Times as Large a Fund . 


As Was Received. Last Year, 


‘ By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—Rep- 
resentative Braswell E. Deen, of 
Georgia, won a signal victory for 
vocational education today when 


he succeeded in his fight to in- 
crease from $7,398,750 to $14,398,- 
750 an item for such funds in the 
Interior Department annual appro- 
priation. : 

In view. of the fact the Budget 
Bureau estimate was only $3,000,- 
000 and he had to battle a deter- 
mined economy wave sweeping 
congress, the Georgian’s victory 
was considered no mean achieve- 
ment. The Deen amendment, in- 
creasing the appropriation of $14,- 
398,750, was bitterly fought by 
both Democrats and Republicans, 
but when a final vote was taken 
the proposal carried by the deci- 
sive count of 147 to 91. 

More Aid for Georgia. 

As a result of passage of the 
amendment, the state of Georgia 
will receive about four times as 
much vocational educational funds 
under the appropriation bill as it 
did last year, it was explained by 
Mr. Deen. In other words, if the 
bill finally becomes law, Georgia 
will received one forty-eighth of 
$14,398,750, providing the state 
matches the federal contribution 
on a 50-50 basis. 

‘When it comes to educating the 
youth of this land so they will un- 
derstand and follow useful and 
worthwhile pursuits,” Mr. Deen 
said, during the more than an 
hour’s debate on his amendment, 
“T do not feel that a too strict 
economy should be followed by 
this body. I do not believe $14,- 
000,000 is overly much for this 
most laudable end.” 

Republican Support. 

While Republicans, as a party, 
fought the increase, a number of 
the G. O. P. members, including 
the venerable Representative Reed, 
of New York, enthusiastically sup- 
ported and voted for the amend- 


ment. 
Georgia Measure. 

The vocational bill, passed by 
the last congress, was authored 
by two Georgians, Senator Walter 
F. George and Representative 
Deen. It had for its purpose the

wide development of vocational 
education in all the states and ter- 
ritories: because vocational educa- 
tion had rendered such an excel- 
lent contribution to rehabilitation 
in solving the unemployment 
problem. It provided for vocation- 
al education in agriculture, home 
economics, trades and industries 
and teacher training.

Disastrous Fire 


Of 20 Years Ago 


| Twenty years ago today the cry 
‘of “Fire!” echoed through the 
‘Streets of Atlanta as the greatest 
conflagration since Sherman re- 
duced the city to ashes, wiped out 
stores, homes, churches and his- 
toric estates. 

More than 1,500 buildings were 

More than 7,000 residents were 
made homeless on May 21, 1917, 
when flames swept from Fort 
street to Ponce de Leon avenue 
and beyond, causing damage esti- 
mated at $6,000,000. 

The fire started shortly after 
12:20 o’clock in the afternoon, the 
conflagration resulting from a pe- 
culiar combination of circum- 
stances. The “big” blaze was the 
fourth in the series of fires break- 
ing out in rapid succession. A 
brisk wind was a contributing fac- 
tor to the destruction. 

With Atlanta’s horse-drawn 
equipment, and its few. automo- 
tive apparatus taxed to the limit, 
help came from many surrounding 
cities, including firefighters and 
equipment from points as distant 
as Savannah and Jacksonville.

Madame Kung, wife of Dr. H. H. Kung, vice president of the 
executive Yuan and minister of finance, then told me she was very 
sorry she could not accompany her husband on. his visit here in

We listened to the Chinese language when Ambassador and 
Madame Sze talked to the Chinese representatives participating. 
The entire ceremony gave me a thrill. 

A most beautiful day and I could not resist getting out for an 


hour’s ride. 


I think this is the first time I can remember having a day for 
the veterans’ garden party when we did not have to watch the sky 
with great anxiety. At 4 o’clock the President and I will go out 
and stand under one of the big trees on the south lawn and there 
will file past us groups of men from every hospital in or near. the 


city of Washington. 


Old men from the Soldiers’ Home, men from St. Elizabeth’s 
hospital, men in wheel chairs, men who are blind. Most of them 
are victims of the World War, though many of them date their 


disability back to an earlier 


period. 


Some of them are only tem- 


porarily in a hospital with something which will probably be cured. 

It is a pleasure to greet them all, but a sad experience never- 
theless. I always marvel at their power of enjoyment. They seem 
to forget themselves completely during whatever entertainment we 
may have, and to get as much pleasure out of ice cream, cake and 
coffee as any of our own young people might get out of a party of 


any kind.

An election, largest industrial 
ballot in the.nation’s history, de- 
termined whether the steel work- 
ers’ organizing committee would 
be the collective bargaining agency 
for all of the Jones and Laughlin 
Steel Corporation’s employes. 

Voting began at 6 a. m. and 
ended at midnight. The results, 
to be announced today, were gen- 
erally regarded as holding the key 
to the future course of the SWOC, 
particularly in reference to five 
other large independent steel pro- 
ducers emploving nearly 200,000 

rsons. 

The SWOC, an affiliate of the 
Committee for Industrial Organi- 
zation, already has announced it 
would proceed immediately toward 
recognition by the other produc- 
ers, with indications the extent of 
demands would hinge upon yester- 
day’s election results. 

The voting was trouble-free as 
union men and  non-unionists 
mingled. 

A new agreement. covering 
wages and working conditons was 
prepared at South Bend for pres- 
entation today to union leaders 
among 7,000 employes at the 
Studebaker Corporation, idle since 
Wednesday. The strike was called 
in a demand for a closed shop. 

Union leaders threatened to 
spread the three weeks’ old strike 
of the federated motion picture 
crafts to 27 independent film pro- 
ducers.
